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In Everything Give “Ghanks 


1 Thess. 5:18 


HE origin of Thanksgiving Day has 
been printed in every religious pa- 
per and in most every newspaper. It is 
essentially a harvest feast and owes its 
origin to the devout people of God in Ex. 
23:16. Thanksgiving is a state of giving 
thanks to God for the favors and mercies 
of the year past. The Pilgrim fathers, @e- 
spite the lean harvest of the summer of 
1621, decided to have a feast day and 
thank God for their protection. This 
spread over the New England states as 
the many Pilgrims came to this country, 
and somehow since those early days 
Thanksgiving has been kept. 
In the course of the Revolution, Con- 
gress frequently recommended days o1 
thanksgiving and prayer. After the close 


of this war many of the states adopted the 


custom of an annual day of thanksgiving. 
There was, however, no uniform day for 
holding this festival. Owing to the aa- 
mirable persistence of Mrs. Sarah Jose- 
pha Hale, President Lincoln at last Im 
1863 appointed Thanksgiving Day Aug. 6. 
This was a day of prayer. Since 1864, the 
last Thursday in November has been pro- 
claimed annually by the president as a 
day of national thanksgiving. 

This United States has every year ceie- 
brated this wonderful glad feast day. O1 
course there could not be a day when al! 
this nation should give thanks more than 
the day in which we live. I am satisfiea 
that if our nation would turn with all 
their hearts to God and thank Him for 
His past blessings, that would go a long 
way to solving the problems that are be- 
fore us today. 

The harvest is plenteous but somehow 
there is a withholding from those whwu 
labor the necessities of life. The market- 
ing of crops and the hoarding up of the 
gain of this world is certainly out of hai 
mony with the Spirit of God in some way. 
In days of long ago God still led the peo 
ple who did not thank Him and especial- 
ly in the days of Joshua when Moses de- 
clared that their hearts would become 


unthankful and predicted that they woula

not reverence God as they did, still God 
led these people into the land of Canaan. 
He kept His covenant with them. They 
inhabited cities that they builded not ana 
dwelt in houses filled with all good 
things, drank of cisterns which they dig- 
ged not, and ate of trees and vineyards 
which they planted not, and the recora 
shows us that they forgot God in a meas- 
ure. He said thru Isaiah, “The ox know- 
eth his owner and the ass his master’s 
crib, but Israel doth not know, my people 
doth not consider.” And thru Hosea He 
said, “She did not know that I gave he, 
corn and oil and wine, and multipliea 
her silver and gold which she preparea 
for Baalam.” The blessings that God be- 
stowed were devoted to that beastly heath- 
en god.

THE APPALLING MURDER 

RATE IN UNITED STATE 


“In the last days perilous times shall 
come. For men shall be * * * fierce * * *” 
(2 Tim. 3:1, 2). 

The murders committed in the United 
States, a so-called Christian nation, are 
fast becoming a stench in the nostrils of 
the world. The rate of murder per thcu- 
sand population is appalling. When the 
value of human life has dropped so low, 
there are some reasons for the same. 
When the magazine covers feature pic- 
tures of gun-toters, and the movies glo- 
rify crime of every sort, it is no wonder 
that the present generation finds it easy 
to spill human blood. The South is in- 
creasingly getting into the limelight with 
its increase in murder as the following 
table of Murder Record of Twenty-eight 
Cities clearly shows: 

The latest murder table comes from 
Frederick Rex, municipal reference libra- 
rian in Chicago, whose figures are repo:t- 
ed to be compiled from official police sta- 
tistics, and other statistics he regards as 
authentic. Mr. Rex made a survey of 
ninety-five cities, each having a popula- 
tion of more than 100,000. Elsewhere in 
this paper will be found Mr. Rex’s table 
of twenty-eight of the largest cities, with 
the number of murders and the rate of 
murder per 100,000 of population in 1932. 

Jacksonville leads all the rest with a 
rate of 43.88 and is followed in its sangui- 
nary trail by Atlanta, Memphis, Birming- 
ham, Tampa, and Dallas. Chicago whose 
crimes are bruited around the world, has 
a rate less than one-fourth of Jac%son-

INTRODUCTION 


HANKSGIVING DAY as we now 

know it, the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber, originated in connection with the 
landing of our Pilgrim fathers and their 
worship in America where they felt that 
God had led them, and where they could 
worship God according to the dictates of 
their conscience. In the year 1621 Gover- 
nor Bradford issued a day of thanksgiv- 
ing after the “lean harvest” of that year 
had been gathered in. This custom later 
spread to other New England colonies. 
During the times of the Revolution, Con- 
gress “frequently recommended days of 
thanxsgiving and prayer.” After the close 
of the war many of the states adopted the 
custom of an annual day of thank» siving. 
There was however no uNiivs™ity as to 
the date for holding these festivals until 
finally Mrs. Sarah Josepha Hale, by her 
admirable persistence, was favored by 
President Lincoln in appointing Thurs- 
day, August 6, 1863 “as a day of national 
thanksgiving, praise, and prayer.” “Since 
1864 the last Thursday in November has 
been proclaimed annually by the presi- 
dent as the day of national thanksgiving. 
A similar day of thanksgiving is kept in 
Canada also, where by order of the gov- 
ernor-general the date is now fixed as 
“Monday of the week in which November 
11th occurs.” Other nations have likewise 
proclaimed days of special thanksgiving 
to their gods for favored conditions, and 
blessings attributed to them. There Is, 
however, a “thanksgiving” that is unique, 
and which has its place in all Christian 
worship. 


OCCASION FOR THANKSGIVING 


Text: “That I may publish with the 
voice of thanksgiving, and tell of all thy 
wondrous works,” Ps. 26:7. There are 
two particular features in thanksgiving 
as here mentioned, that should be no- 
ticed. They are (1) a glad heart, one for 
whom God has done something to occasion 
thanksgiving, (2) a manifestation of the 
“wondrous works” of God. When any of 
God’s creatures are cognizant of 
God’s presence and workings in_ theic 
behalf, there should arise from their 
hearts thanksgiving for His tender care 
toward them. Our unthankfulness has 
sealed our hearts against the mercy and 
blessings of an omnipotent God. So 
mighty was His presence manifested in 
Israel during the days of David, that he 
exclaimed, “O come, let us sing unto the 
Lord: let us make a joyful noise unto 


the rock of our salvation. Let us come be 
fore his presence with THANKSGIVING, 
and make a joyful noise unto him with 
psalms,” Ps. 95:1, 2. The thought and 
privilege of approaching unto His pres- 
ence through the precious blood of Jesus 
Christ should occasion the spirit of 


THANKSGIVING and praise. Heb. 10:19. 
He is the rock of our salvation, and ev- 
ery redeemed saint has much to praise 
and thank God for, if the Spirit of Christ 
inhabits their heart. 


THANKSGIVING AND PRAYER 


From the Apostle Paul we leaia some- 
thing of the usage of thanksgiving in 
connection with prayer. “Be careful for 
nothing: but in everything by prayer and 
supplication with thanxsgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God,” Phil. 
4:6. The saint of God has not only a 
glorious privilege to thank God for past 
blessings, but the apostle has here cou- 
pled “thanksgiving” with the purpose of 
prayer. This is essentially true of an ex- 
pectant faith. When God’s child has pray- 
ed in faith, and has been heayd, he or 
she has an occasion to thank God in ad- 
vance for answering their prayers. 
Thanksgiving with prayer is suggestive 
of expectancy, while the petitioner may 
chance to wait its fulfillment. At the 
grave of Lazarus, Jesus began by saying, 
“Father, I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me.” From our Master we may 
assume that the apostle had learned by 
observatisn the manner of his. prayer; 
and enjoins upon his followers something 
of a like example and nature, Thanksgiv- 
ing cannot be separated from either a liv- 
ing faith, or the blessings of a living God. 
A joyful heart rebounds to the source of 
its joy, thanksgiving and praise. “Con- 
tinue in prayer, and watch in the same 
with thanksgiving,” Col. 4:2. To thank 
God for what He has done or what you 
believe Him to be doing, is checking up 
on results obtained through faith and 
prayer. It is as logical as to use thanks 
as a method of politeness for an extended 
kindness. 


THANKSGIVING IN THE LIVES OF 
OLD TESTAMENT SAINTS 


“Enter into his gates with thanksgiv- 
ing, and into his courts with praise: be 
thankful unto him, and bless his name. 
For the Lord is good; his mercy is ever- 
lasting; and his truth endureth unto all 
generations.” Ps. 100 4, 5. It was com- 
manded on the part of the poet, or those 
who directed worship in the times of 
David, that THANKSGIVING be sung in 
the entrance of the gates, and praise in 
his courts. Nehemiah had “two great 
companies of them that gave thanks” at 
the dedication of the wall of Jerusalem. 
Nehemiah 12:31-40. After Daniel was con- 
demned by an act of conspiracy: “Wheu 
Daniel knew that the writing was sign- 
ed, he went into his house; and his win- 
dow being open in his chamber toward 
Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God, as he did afore- 
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time,” Dan. 6:10. Thanksgiving acknowl- 
edges God on the part of an obedient and 
believing child; it equally glorifies Him 
in that it affords Him to act through 
faith in supplying the need for which the 
recipient is thankful. In Chron. 16:4 we 
have record that “David appointed cer- 
tain of the Levites to minister before the 
ark of the Lord, and to record, and lo 
thank and praise the Lord God of Isra- 
el.” Thanksgiving is a supreme mark of 
acknowledgment on our part, for bless- 
ings received, either bestowed upon our- 
selves or others. 


THANKSGIVING INSTITUTED BY 
OUR MASTER 


In continuance of the practice of others, 
of both priest and prophet, Jesus, the 
Head of the Church, early in His minis- 
try instituted by example and practice 
THANKSGIVING associated with prayer. 
When He fed the hungry multitudes from 
the loaves and fishes He “gave thanks,” 
Mk. 8:6. When ministering at the “lasi 
supper” He took the cup and gave 
thanks,” Mk. 14:23. He found occasion for 
“thanks” for divine revelation given to 
His humble followers, Lx. 10:21. Espe- 
cially was it a custom of thanksgiving 
for food on the part of the Lord Himself 
as well as His followers. Paul is careful 
to tell us that after their fourteen days’ 
fast, while enroute to Rome, he admon- 
ished his comrades to take “some meat 
—for their health.” “And when he had 
thus spoken, he took bread, and gave 
thanks to God in the presence of them 
and from 1 Cor. 14:17 we gather that it 
was customary for all Christians to give 
thanks for their daily bread. A day of 
thanksgiving or of general thanksgiving 
by the people is but a generic priucipic 
established among the multituaes who 
have been blessed by the riches of God’s 
temporal blessings. To thank God for 
these enlarges our spiritual treasure and 
builds us up spiritually. If it be found 
proper by customs of our Lord and His 
apostles, to render thanks for food and 
temporal blessings, we may find oppor- 
tunity to thanx God for our crops, cattle, 
wealth and all that He has given us. 


HARDSHIP AND SUFFERING 


Some complain of the harships_ that 
others share and see no occasion for 
thanksgiving because God has not made 
everybody rich. We feel that God has 
placed an abundance within reach of all, 
and especially is this true if those who 
are more fortunately situated will “give 
to the poor.” God has anticipated such ec- 
tions on the part of those who are greatly 
blessed in earth’s store; He has called it 
a loan unto the Lord. It seems that God 
feels responsible to care for the poor by 
preparing enough for all; and those who 
give to them, God has placed on His ac- 
count as though He was indebted to them 
for such kindness, Prov. 19:17. It is true 
that some have the dark shadows of pov- 
erty to contend with, yet there is much 
which demands of us a day of general 
thanksgiving. Food was never so plenti- 
ful as it is now, even though distribution 
of it is poor and often unjust. Clothins 
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is plentiful, and there is every indication 
of an ample and bountiful supply so far 
as the part of God is concerned; if priva- 
tion and hardship exists because of lack 
of distribution, mankind is indeed re- 
sponsibie for that part. Thanksgiving may 
therefore be indulged by all mankind; 
which, if coupled with a prayer of thanks- 
giving, would greatly assist God in dis- 
tributing of earth’s store. It is true that 
those who are made rich by earth’s lovli- 
est blessings often are the most unthank- 
ful. This was the case with the rich man 
mentioned in Luke 12:19. God has, how- 
ever, enjoined the following command 
upon those who are more _ fortunately 
situated. “Go your way. Eat the fat, 
drink the sweet, and send portions univ 
them for whom nothing is prepared.” 
Neh. 8:9, 10. 
PENALTIES AND PROMISES 

“He that is greedy cf gain troubleth 
his own house; but he that hateth gifts 
shall live,” Prov. 15:27. But: “If thou 
draw out thy soul to the hungry, and sai- 
isfy the afflicted soul; then ‘shall thy 
light rise in obscurity, and thy darkness 
be as noonday.” Isa. 58:10. The whole 
wide world revels in wealth, which a met- 
ciful Creator has given to bless and sup- 
ply the needs of His creation. We will be 
held responsible for our relation and ser- 
vice rendered to each other, “for no man 
liveth unto himself.” But “whoso hath 
this world’s good, and seeth his brothe: 
have need, and shutteth up his bowels o: 
compassion from him, how dwelleth the 
love of God in him?” 1 Jno. 3:17. 

THANKSGIVING BY THE CHURCH 

The sacred scriptures abound with 
commands, and reasons for thanksgiving. 
Even though we are being ringfencea 
with apostate teachings and backslidings, 
there is still much to thank God for, 10d 
especially is this true of His unchanging 
grace. There are still many faithful min- 
isters today who are Spirit-filled ana 
Spirit-led; preaching the riches of His 
unchanging grace. There are also many 
church congregations standing firm im 
time of storm and tempest, unmoved ana 
unshaken, and will so remain until the 
very end, who if they fall will still hotd 
the gleaming light upward like Stephen 
of old. We may especially thank God foi 
these; and if nothing else, for His wora 
of unchanging grace. We are accordingly 
commanded by the beloved apostle tu 
“give thanks in all things.” The saint ec. 
God, regardless of how unfortunately situ- 
ated so far as this world is concernea, 
should be so taken up with anticipatena 
joys and heavenly bliss that he shoula 
constantly render thanksgiving unto God 
for whatever may chance to further him 
onward to the desired haven, whether it 
be good or ill.

God as a faithful creator; and turning tu 
Rev. 4:9, we hear in glad strains and ex- 
clamations of heavenly origin, rapturen 
cries of “Holy, holy, holy, Lord God Al- 
mighty.” After which there follows 
thanxsgiving unto God from the beasts 01 
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living creatures. The creature should be 
thankful while here on earth, and will 
certainly so remain after they are raptur- 
ed into a fuller, grander and more sub- 
lime economy of God’s eternal order. 
Reverence for God’s holiness is the pri- 
mary stage of all heavenly worship, fol- 
lowed close by an outburst of thanksgiv- 
ing as an intermediate attendant in such 
worship; both of which serve as an intro. 
duction of worship to be followed by ado1- 
ation and worship of the elders and all 
redeemed creatures. Rev. 4:9, 10; 5:8, 9. 
Thanks be unto God for His unspeakabie 
gift.

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Are Sgiritual Gifts for Goday 


Do the scriptures teach that we shoula 
have spiritual gifts, such as gifts of heal- 
ing, speaking in tongues, interpreting of 
tongues, and prophecy in the Church to- 
day? 

This message is an answer to a sermon 
preached by J. C. Bailey at Comertown, 
Mont., June 18, 1933, on the above sub- 
ject. His sermon was put in tract form. 
All Bible quotations are from the King 
James version unless other stated. 

My object in this message is to clear up 
the minds of honest people of the false 
teaching with which they have been con- 
taminated. Mr. Bailey denies that there 
are spiritual gifts in the church today, 
such as the gifts of healing, speaking ix 
tongues, interpreting of tongues, ana 
prophesying. I need not stand in defence 
of the Bible for it is well able to defenu 
itself. God’s Word will stand forever. It 
is forever settled in heaven, but I wish to 
stand in defence of honest men and wo- 
men. Many no doubt have a profound in- 
terest in the above subject. 


Mr. Bailey admits that he cannot suc- 
cessfully deny but what the gifts ana 
signs were in the early church, but he 
says they are not in the church today, 
and furthermore they are not for thy 
church today. He named several sects 
who he says claim the gifts in their en 
tirety. He also says that these sects with 
these opposing dogmas can all work 
these things by the will of God, which is 
certainly contrary to scripture and tu 
reason. It is true that there are many 
bodies of people who have technical dif- 
ferences regarding certain doctrines, buv 
fundamentally they are practically all the 
same. Those bodies that claim the gifts 
of the Spirit, with the exception of one 
or two, believe in a life of conversion ana 
holiness, separated from the world, ane 
we claim that that is the greatest essen- 
tial. I had rather be among the class ot 
people, though they may be somewhat 4l- 
vided, that believe in a life of holiness, 
than to be mixed up with dead denomi- 
nationalism. If anything was ever divida- 
ed and was filled with dead men’s bones, 
denominationalism is. I credit the vari- 
ous holiness movements with unification 
within their various organizations, espe- 
cially among the ministers, but the vari- 


ous denominations or worldly churches 


are divided. When I speak of worldly 
churches I mean those that allow thei 
members to attend the movies and dances, 
parade in pajamas, bob their hair, play 
cards, and suck cigarettes. Lord deliver 
us from mystical and spiritual Babylon 
and give me the faith of the early church. 

Jude says, “Earnestly contend for the 
faith that was once delivered to the 


saints.” Jude 3. Mr. Bailey says it is aot 
for us today, but Jude said to contend 
for it. We need faith that will bring re 
sults, Without faith the gifts of the Spirit 
are not manifested, buf with faith we may 
see them manifested. Many of the leading 
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men in denominationalism, especially or 
the Federated Church of America and the 
United Church of Canada, do not even 
believe in the divinity of Jesus, the vir 
gin birth, His atonement, and His bodily 
resurrection. They do not believe in fhe 
first three chapters of Genesis nor in a 
definite experience of conversion. In fact, 
they deny all working of supernatura, 
power. But I thank God that the same 
Bible that teaches the new birth teaches 
gifts of healing. It teaches the virgin 
birth as well as the gift and interpreta- 
tion of tongues, prophecy, etc. This shai 
be our standard: “We are of God: he 
that knoweth God heareth us; he that ts 
not of God heareth not us: Hereby know 
we the spirit of truth, and the spirit of 
error.” 1 John 4:6. 

Beloved, I am not charging my opponent 
with dishonesty but it is with him like 
it was with the Apostle Paul before his 
conversion, it is hard to kick against the 
pricks. In order for me to preach the 
truth I feel that I must expose false 
teaching. Jesus rebuked the various reli- 
gious sects and their leaders, such as the 
Pharisees and Sadducees, and condemned 
their doctrine. 

We are ready to examine the scriptures 
that set forth and prove that these signs 
should be in the church today. Heb. 13:5 
tells us that Jesus Christ is the same yes- 
terday, and today, and forever. Mr. Bailey 
tells us that Jesus is not in the tomb ana 
that He is not still flesh and that He 
is not in the manger and that He yestcr- 
day walked upon the hills of Judea ana 
we know that He is not doing that today, 
therefore, we nave got to get a clearer 
conception. Of course we must. The pur- 
pose, plan, and love of Jesus are the same 
yesterday, today, and forever, and what 
God gave the early church there is not a 
scripture to prove that He ever took awa) 
from it. 

This minister says that Jesus Christ 
may have used these signs in the early 
church (His crucifixion, resurrection ,anu 
all His life’s happenings, which he claims 
are signs) and having fulfilled their pur- 
pose saw fit to discontinue them. But how 
about the man at the gate called Beauti- 
ful, Acts 3:1-8? and Peter’s shadow pass- 
ing over sick bodies made them well, al- 
so the sign in Acts 2, speaking in 
tongues, Acts 10:44-48 and Acts 19:1-7: 
Were these not all signs? Sure. Then they 
were not discontinued. Let us turn to 
Mark 16:17-20. “And these signs shall fol- 
low them that believe: in my name shal 
they cast out devils; they shall speak 
with new tongues; they shall take up ser- 
pents, and if they drink any deadly thing 
it shall not hurt them; they shall lay 
hands on the sick and they shall recover. 
Mr. Bailey says he is prepared to show 
us to whom Jesus referred in V. 17. He 


Says the pronoun “them” must have an 
antecedent, and he says, “I ask you it 
there is any rule in English by which the 
plural “them” can have the singular “he” 
as its antecedent”? Of course not. “There- 
fore,” he says, the “he” in Mark 16:10 
is not the antecedent of “them” in verse 
17. He says we find our plural antecedent 
by reading verses 14 and 15 and find it to 
be the apostles of Jesus. 


We wish to consider this in the plain, 
simple light of the scripture, beginning 
with verse 14. “Afterward he appeared 
unto the eleven as they sat at meat, ana 
upbraided them with their unbelief ana 
hardness of heart, because they believeu 
not them which had seen him after he 
was risen.” We know that these were the 
eleven to whom He appeared, but notie:: 
the 15th verse, “And he (Jesus) said uy- 
to them (apostles), Go ye (apostles) in- 
to all the world, and preach the gospe: 
to every creature.” V. 16, “He that pe- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved.” 
Who was the “he” in this clause? It was 
the one that accepted the gospel from tn 
one that was sent to preach it. “But he 
that believeth not shall be damned.” Who 
is to be damned but the unbeliever? Je- 
sus is still addressing His disciples and-is 
about to tell them the signs that will fol- 
low them that believe in the one whom 
they preach. Note verse 17, “And these 
signs shall follow them that believe.” The 
“them” are the ones who are made be- 
lievers thru the preaching of the eleven. 

If Mr. Bailey’s argument was correct, 
Jesus would have used the word “you 
instead of “them.” According to his argu- 
ment Jesus would be addressing His uis- 
ciples in this manner: Go them into ax 
the world and preach the gospel. Surely 
Mr. Bailey would not address his congre- 
gation in this manner, putting them in the 
third person plural. The remainder of V. 
17 says, “In my name shall they cast out 
devils.” In whose name? In the name o1 
Jesus. Has not the name of Jesus as much 
power in it for us today as it had fo 
them? or is it worth more to some than 
it is to others? No, He is the same. 

Mr. Bailey tells us that the signs were 
only for the eleven and when they died 
the signs stopped. Let us examine this ou 
the light of the scripture and see if any 
one else cast out devils and spake with 
tongues, etc., except the eleven. Turn to 
Luke 10:1-20. V. 9 says, “Heal the sick.’ 
V. 17 says, “The devils were subject unto 
them,” also that there were seventy in the 
crowd instead of eleven. THEY HEAL£D 
THE SICK AND CAST OUT DEMONS. 
Mr. Bailey quotes Acts 19:2, “Have ye 
received the Holy Ghost since ye believ- 
ed”? Then he tries to make us believe 
that Paul was referring to one of the 
gifts of the Spirit, but Paul was referring 
to the baptism of the Holy Ghost, which 
is the giver of the gifts instead of the 
gift. It would be impossible to have any 
one of the nine gifts as referred to in 1 
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Cor. 12, without first receiving the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. It is true tha 
the seventy healed the sick and cast ou. 
devils and did not have the Spirit bap- 
tism but Jesus endued them with spe- 
cial power to perform the work that He 
sent them to do. Luke 10:19. At this time 
the Holy Ghost was not yet given be 
cause Jesus was not yet ascended to His 
Father. So the scripture in Acts 19 refers 
directly to the promise of the Father as 
spoken in John 14:16, 17 and in Acts 2:3, 
(The gift of the Holy Ghost is from the 
Father but not one of the gifts.) 

Mr. Bailey quotes Acts 8:12-14 and says 
that the Samaritans b:lieved but had fio: 
received these gifis. Certainly not, because 
they had not yet received the Holy Ghost, 
yet there were many of them healed in 
the city of Samaria and there was grea! 
rejoicing in that city. Acts 8:6-8. He 
quotes Rom. 1:8-11. This 11th verse re- 
futes his own argument for it shows that 
the church at Rome could have had im- 
parted unto them a spiritual gift. The 
Church of God at Rome was“not the 
eleven apostles who he says alone had the 
gifts. He says that no one in the early 
church had miraculous power except the 
apostles, but Paul said in 1 Cor. 14:2», 
that when the brethren came _ together 
they had a tongue and an interpretation, 
a psalm, a doctrine, and a revelation. 
Here we sce the gifts of tongues and 1in- 
terpretation, two gifts manifested in the 
Church of God at Corinth. While it may 
be true that these gifts were misuseu 
nevertheless, they were in the church anu 
were exercised by those who were not 
apostles. In 1 Cor. 14:1 Paul said to desire 
spiritual gifts. Would Paul advise - 
church to desire a thing that they coula 
never receive? We let Mr. Bailey answe;:. 

Referring to the signs again, the Apos- 
tle Paul handled a serpent yet he Was 
not one of the eleven. Acts 28:3, “And 1 
can prove that doz:ns of people who 1 
personally know have handled them suc 
cessfully in this day. It is true the Bible 
does not state that we should pray for the 
gifts but to covet or desire them and if 
we have the more excellent way (which 
is love) in our hearts, then we will be fit 
subjects to have the gifts manifested thru 
us. 

Again Mr. Bailey calls the baptism o1 
the Holy Ghost THESE GIFTS. Accora- 
ing to his rule of English, he puts tne 
third person of the Godhead in the plura? 
number and calls Him gifts, when tne 
Bible states in Acts 8:18 that thru the lay 
ing on of the apostles’ hands the Hoty 
Ghost was given. Not one word is spoxen 
about gifts in this entire chapter. Mr. 
Bailey says that Philip was able to wors 
miracles because of the apostles laying 
their hands upon him as in Acts 6:6 anu 
then Peter and John laid hands upou 
the converts of Philip and of course ac- 
cording to such an argument they wouid 
be able to work miracles and the workraz 
of miracles is one of the nine gifts as te- 
ferred to in 1 Cor. 12. And again his argu- 
ment springs a leak because Philip ana 
his converts in Samaria were not the 
eleven whom he says alone signs and gifts 
could fcllow. Then he refers to Acts 19:5 
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which reads, “When Paul had laid his 
hands upon them the Holy Ghost came 
on them and they spake with tongues and 
prophesied.” Thus we see how the Holy 
Spirit was given. Mr. Bailey must ree: 
that God has changed His plan or His 
mind, for if God gave these good things 
to them in the apostolic day there is 
enough scripture to prove that He wontd 
give them to us today in the same man- 
ner. Remember the Lord does the giving 


and Jesus Christ is the same yesterday, 
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lieve the Word needs to be confirmed to- 
day. With 60,000 Protestant churches not 
obtaining a single convert during the yea 
1927, with 13,400 Protestant churches giv- 
ing nothing to missions in the same year, 
with $38,000,000 spent in advertising four 
brands of cigarettes, and with the fali- 
ing away in the religious realm, as we 
see today, proves to me that the Word or 
God needs to be confirmed with signs ana 
wonders as Paul said in 1 Cor. 14:22. 
Tongues are for a sign, not to them that 


believe, but to them that believe not.” So 
the days of signs and wonders are not 
over. 


today, and forever. Heb. 13:5. He further 
says that the purpose of the gifts was to 


confirm the Word. If that is the case I be- (To be continued) 


GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 


For many years we have had the burden of paying the debts of the 
Church that were made before the property and name were turned over 
to the Church of God under the General Overseership of F. J. Lee. Since 
that time we have paid along on the debts and now we are putting ona 
drive and we must raise enough money to finish paying off the debts. 
In previous years some of our good, loyal people have responded to ev- 
ery proposition made, while others do not seem to take the interest they 
should. 

At the last Assembly it was decided to prorate the debts, taking in- 
to consideration the number of churches and members in each state and 
turning over to the State Overseer the amount that should be collected 
in his state. This data will be furnished by the General Secretary at an 
early date. The General Indebtedness Committee, E. C. Clark, Chairman, 
has prorated the debts to 40c per member. This will not entirely liquidate 
the debts, but we will have some money coming in from the Publishing 
House that will make up the shortage. It will be the duty of each State 
Overseer to get this before his people at once and by the help of the 
good Lord we will be able to raise this shortly. 

It was also decided by the Assembly that each state raising their 
amount will be released from any obligation in the future concerning 
this present General Indebtedness. 

Looking forward to great success in this final move to lift this bur- 
den of debts so the Church may use what money may come to her for 
the furtherance of the gospel, Iam yours very truly,

The 
Apostle says, “In everything by prayer 
and supplication let your requests be 
made known to God.”

The 
Jews expressed their thanks to God by a 
thank offering.

The Apostle says, “I beseech 
you therefore by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sacrifice. 
Then it is a thank offering that you pres 
ent your body a living sacrifice holy ac- 
ceptable unto God which is your reason- 
able service. This means that the whole 
body is to be devoted to God: The hean 
to devise plans for His honor, the hear 
to be aflame with holy passion, the hands 
to do His will, the feet to run cheerfully 
in the way of obedience so that no matte: 
what we do it will be for the glory “1 
God. This is practical thanksgiving. Again 
it is said, “Do good and to communicate 
forget not.’’ With such sacrifices God jis 
well pleased, so when we minister to the 
needy, when we visit the sick and con- 
tribute to the support of the orphans, we 
present an acceptable sacrifice to the 
Giver of every good and perfect gift. 

What does this do for the indiviaual 
who thus expresses his gratitude to God? 
It brings a blessing that can come in no 
other way. It means enlargement of sou:. 
An ingrate cannot be happy. Ten lepers 
came to Christ. They were all healed on 
their way to the priest. Only one return- 
ed to give glory to God and thank Him 
who had cleansed him of his loathful dis- 
ease. I sometimes wonder if chat is not 


the reason those who nave been healed 
are afflicted again. They forget to honon 
the Lord and continue to thank Him for 
their healing. We feel that a warning 
to the ungrateful is as necessary as urg- 
ing those to continue thanking and prais- 
ing God for His goodness. 

When we read the history of the nz 
tions we learn how so many fell because 
of their ingratitude. They became vain 
in their reasonings, professed themselves 
to be wise and changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into the likeness of 
corruptible men and birds and fourfooten 
beasts and creeping things, for which Goa 
gave them up in the lust of their hearts 
to unclean and vile passions so that they 
received in their hearts that recompense 
that was their due. We have an example 
of ingratitude in the fruits of Nebuchaa- 
nezzar. God gave him greatness and glory 
and majesty but he was’ unthankful. 
Many of the Bible characters prove posi- 
tively that God’s hand is not slack ane 
that He will deal out vengeance to those 
who ignore His law and trample Hls 
mercy under their feet. 

But what is the outcome of gratefu: 
lives? John says, “I saw and behold a 
great multitude which no man could nuin- 
ber, out of every nation, kindred, tongue, 
and people, standing before the throne 
and before the Lamb, arrayed in white 
robes, with palms in their hands, ana 
they cried, saying, Salvation unto Goda 
which sitteth upon the throne, and univ 
the Lamb.” This is a picture not only 
of the raptured saints but of the redeein- 
ed of earth in the days of the persecu- 
tions of the Antichrist. 

Of all the efforts put forth to solve the 
problems that are confronting this na- 
tion, I fully believe they are leaving on 
to do the one thing needful, that is, turn 
to God with all their hearts.
